THE WABASH. 


During the last week the telegraph 


las had a busy time carrying news 
relating to the new movements in the 
management of the Wabash. St. 
Louis and Pacific railway. It seems 
that there have been two factious in 
,he board of directors—one repre- 
sented by Jay Gould and the other 
by Solon Humphreys, the hitter hav- 
ng had control for the past two years. 
Gould has been represented in the 
manipulation of his interests by A. 
Li. Hopkins, while the dominant 
jarty put forward as their represen- 
;ative the present general manager 
of the road, John C. Gault 
By the 


kaleidoscopic changes of Wall street 
Mr. Hiimphreys recently found him- 
self backed by only u minority of tho 
stockholders, and. making a virtue of 
necessity, he promptly resigned the 
presidency of the company, and 
Gould, who, with his friends had 
come into possession 01 a large block 
of the stock, was as promptly chosen 
bis successor. 
This means that a 


radical'change in the policy of the 
road is altogether probable, and 
among the possibilities of the near 
future may be mentioned the 'dis- 
placement of Manager Gault and the 
reinstatement of Hopkins as chief 
executive officer of the operating de 
partment of the great road and its 
branches. Mr. Hopkins is regarded 
among railroad magnates as the Ish- 
mael of the business; his hand is 
against that of every other railroad 
manager, and, to be candid, the hands 
of all the others are pretty sure to 
be against 'him. 
As a part of the 


current history of railway manage- 
ment and stock manipulation the fol 
lowing from a New York dispatch of 
yesterday will be found interesting 
reading: 


The election of Jay Gould to the 


presidency of the Wabash, in place 
of Solon Humphreys, is interpreted 
by railroad people as forecasting im 
portant developments. It has been 
a matter of public information—since 
it was first given to the public sever 
al weeks ago—that Gould has again 
undertaken the manipulation of th> 
Wabash. 
For a year or more, while 


"campaigning in the southwest." he 
withdrew almobt entirely from the 
Wabash 
interest, retaining 
only 


enough holding to make himself eligi 
ble as a member in the direction 
Two months ago, it is understood in 
well-informed circles, he suddenly 
took np a $5,000,000 block of th< 
stock, and was followed by many o 
his friends. This interest he soon 
shifted upon the market, and at this 
time it is thought his holding in thi 
property is comparatively small. Bu 
he has assumed the head of the di 
rection in this instance, as in man1 
others in the past few years, on 
simple investment of prestige, whicl 
has often answered his purpose full1 
as well as capital in the finaneia 
world ^The impression is that he 
intends'to depress the btock far below 
tbe figure of its present value. 
Thi 


may not be accomplished short o 
several months. Meanwhile, as man; 
believe, Gould will find opportilnit; 
to settle some old scores with thi 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy. I 
will be remembered that be threat 
ened that in tho event of the Bur 
Hngton building to Denver he woulc 
build a line parallel to it between 
Quincy and Chicago.

General Joseph E Johnston said the 


other day in an interview : "There is 
nothing in the history of war that can 
equal many of the maneuvres of tbat 
important campaign (his contest with 
Sherman). 
History does not record 


such marvelous ability to overcome ob 
stacles and prepare the pathway for an 
army as were exhibited on many ooca 
sions by General Sherman's engineers 
It was just four days from the time 
they reached the Chattabooobee river 
and pointed out the standing timber to 
the vigorous ax men, before they bad 
trains moving across the river over a 
mbstantial bridge several hundred leet 
long, built of hewn timber. 
Again, in 


North Carolina they marched nine miles 
a day, and cordurojed every foot of the 
road—a feat never beloie approached 
io the 
history of army uiovemtnts. 


Geneial Hampton came to me one day 
and said that be had obstructed a cut 
n the North Carolina rai'roau m such 
a manner as to prevent Sherman's ad 
vmicc for some weeks ; but we wore 
never able to discern tbat it in any way 
nlerfered with his progress."

ilt roads recently publiebed : 
The figures from the Vandcrbilt rail- 


roada for the past year will bear turning 
over a moment. 
The main stem from 


>(ew York 
to Buffalo 
took 
nearly 


(7,000,000 for carrying passengers for 
the year ending Sept 30. At two cents 
a mile, which is the limit that oan be 
charged on this road, that represents a 
;reat population hauled. 
It showed an 


norease in money of about $350,000 
"rom passengers over the previous year. 
The road earned from freights nearly 
$21,000,000, a loss of nearly $1,600,000. 
The total earnings of this property for 
the year fire nearly $33,000,000, and it 
las been sometimes said, though I think 
:Xlravagantly, that $30,000,000 would 
build the New York Central Railroad, 
the right of way into cities, depot siles, 
eto., omitted. 
I have no doubt the 


Central Railroad could be sold for $60,- 
)00,000, ot double tbe year's business. 
The net profits of the road were under 
$8,000,000, insteac of $10.500,000 as 
ihe year before, showing that the road 
is worth $60,000,000 aod about 14 per 
cent, in spite of the railroad war. 
As 


we all know, the stock has been watered 
up so that it pays about 8 per cent. 


You can see what it has cost Van- 


derbilt to go into the railroad war wl.en 
you observe that be puts away as a sur 
plua after paying bis dividend this year 
only $750,000, instead of about $3,500,- 
OUO last year. 
Yet the 'road bought 


during the year about 500 cars, forty- 
four looomstives, and 9,000 toas of 
steel. 


It appears that a passenger train 


makes 47 cents a mile and a freight 
train the same. 
Let us compute this a 


little further. The average train to 
Albany, carrying freight or passengers 
makes only about $75 clear of expenses 
The average train to Poughkeepsie 
makes only about $37. The average 
train from Buffalo to New York may 
malto $200. 


Next comes the Lake Shore Railroad, 


which reaches to Chicago. 
This road 


collected from all sources ubout$18,- 
000,000 last year, a loss of about $750,- 
000 over the previous year. 
The sur- 


plus after payins dividends this year is 
under $17.000, whereas it was a hui>- 
dred limes as much last year. 
The 


Luke Shore bought about 11,000 tons 
of steel rails. 
The Michigan Central 


Railroad, whioli William Vanderbilt no 
quired alter his facer's death, carped 
in gross under $9,000,000, a filling off 
of but a few thousand dollars, notwith 
ttanding it nost $1,000,000 more to run 
the road this year. 
The road paid ~ 


per oent. dividends in 1880, amounting 
to about $1,500,000, while this year it 
paid 2£ per cent., being less 
than 


$500,000. 


The Canada Southern Railroad earnec 


about $330,000 less than last" year, a 
falling off of 9 per cent., while tbe ex- 
penses of operating were higher. 


These statements, candidly chargcc 


up to tho railroad war, are made with 
out an extenuation or apology by Van- 
derbilt, showing that he does not pro- 
pose to imitate anybody else's game o 
br*2, but to admit that in the prize 
fight he is having his head punchei 
some, as a proof that he is keeping u| 
tho fight.

C»pt. Martin Vao Buren Batet, who 


lives on a farm Dear Seville, O., !• T 
leet Il| inches high and weigh* 478 
pounds. Mri. Bates u 7 feet 11 inches 
high and weighs 413 pounds. It it • 
difficult matter to convey an adequate 
idea of tbe proportions of snob a dwell- 
ing as tbe one occupied by tbe Obio 
gianU. A door thai is six feet six 
inches high is a large-sited opening in 
the side of a honee — that is a dwelling 
bouse, not a cathedral. 
But tbe doors 


in tbe domicile of the. Bates giants are 
ten feet high, and the knobs are nearly 
as high as the reporter's head. 


Tbe house was built by Capt. Bate* . 


in 1876. aud is elegantly furnished. In 
tbe main building on tbe ground floor 
are, besides the spacious hall, the bed- 
chamber of the giants, a sitting-room 
and a parlor. 
The couch upon which 


the big couple sleep was made especial- 
ly for them, and it is a curiosity to look 
at. 
It is extensive enough to give tho 


great people room to stretch in, and it 
looks as big as an ordinary sized floor. 
It is really ten feet long, wide in pro- 
portion, and about twice as high as a 
common bed. Tbe magnificent dressing- 
case is also a huge affair, with a glass 
upon it nearly as big as tho side of a 
bouse. 
In the sitting-room is a piano 


of ordinary size itself, but it is mount- 
ed on blocks two feet high, so that tho 
instrument is away up in tho air, out 
of the reach of common folks. There 
are two rocking-chairs in this room that 
are so big that the reporter had to 
climb up into one of them tbe same as 
an infant would climb up into a "high 
obair." It is very expensive for the 
giants to live, as they have to pay suob 
an exorbitant price tor everything they 
wear. For instance, it costs tho Cap- 
tain $30 for a pair of boots. 


It is a most astonishing sight to come 


across tbe two giants out for a drive. 
City folks who have seen the ponderous 
wagons with wheels reaching to tbo 
second story of a house, used lo haul 
stones weighing tons and tons, can form 
an idea of the vehicle used. It is pulled 
by six stout Norman horses and it is 
cnouuh to make' a man think he has 
'em sure, to suddenly meet such a spec- 
tacle on the road out in tho country. 
Passing wagons have to let tho rails 
down and drive into tbe adjoining fields 
to let the ciants po by.

some of the promineilt men there that 
they had no intention of troubling 
them. 
They said all they wished was 


to trade with Mexico and fight the 
Americans. 
The 
Mexicans inado an 


agreement to meet them at their camp. 
Tbe Mexicans went out to tha Indians' 
camp, but not to muke'a treaty ot'peaoo. 
On the contrary, they look tho entire 
band prisoners, with the exception of a 
few men who were out hunting. Th^n 
picking out Nana and his chiefs, they 
led the doomed men aside and drew up 
the oihur Indians in line lo witness tho 
execution". 
A firing parly of thirty 


men was then detailed opposite the In- 
dians who were lo die, who had been 
placed with their backs toward their 
executioners, and looking their friends 
in the face. 
Al. his own request Nana 


gave tlio word which sent bim ai.d his 
companions into eternity, and his own 
vitality was fuch as to require three 
wore bullets in addition to ihc two 
which first pierced his breast to kill 
him. 


The bodies being buried, the remain- 


der of the Indians were l|ent, under a 
strong guard, into the interior of Chi- 
huahua, whore i he women nnd children 
were parceled out among the popula- 
tions to work as slaves, and the men 
were sent on to the city of Mexico, 
where they will be compelled to work 
in the mines for the remainder of their 
lives. 


After Viotorio's dealh Nana became 


the guiding spirit rjt the hostile Apa- 
ches, and under his leadership they 
made their raids into New Mexico. 
The party with him was probably all 
the band of hostilcs, and his death and 
theirs will forever rid Mew Mexico and 
its borders of savage dapredations. 


ST. Louis, Mo.. Dec. 29.—The rec- 


ords of iho Coroner's office of this city 
shows that thiriy-six homicides and 
eighty—twrjy suicides were committed 
during the 'past year. 
Of all tho sui- 


cides twenty-seven persons used fire- 
arms as a means of self-destruction, 
nineteen poison, thi'tcen drowning, thir- 
teen hanging and ten knives.
